BOSTON, Aug. ST.—The American Bar 


associatiom held their fourteenth annual 
meeting—the first in New England—in 
Horticultural hall yesterday. Nearly 200 
members we,re present, the meeting being 
presided over by President Baldwin. Hon. 
John Lowell in a neat and appropriate 
speech welcomed the visitors, to which 
President Baldwin responded. After the 
president's annual address which lasted 
an hour and a half 100 members were 
admitted and a recess taken. A number 
of interesting papers on current questions 
were read during the second session. Pres 
ident Baldwin in his annual address re- 
viewed at some length the details of the 
judiciary act passed by the last congress, 
and paid a tribute to President Harrison 
in regard to the fairness and excellence 
of his appointments in filling the new cir- 
cuit court judgeships. 


The Secret Ballot System. 


Referring to the adoption in this coun- 


try of the Australian ballot system, he 
•aid: ''Our president reported last year 
that fourteen of our states and territories 
had adopted the Australian ballot. Tho 
number has since grown to twenty-nine 
by the accession of Arkansas, California, 
Delaware, Maine, Maryland, Nebraska, 
Nevada, New Hampshire, North Dakota, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, South Dakota, 
Vermont, and West Virginia. John Ran- 
dolph of Boanoke once said at a Ixmdon 
dinner table that 'the adoption of the bal- 
lot would make any nation a nation of 
scoundrels ii it did not find them so ' The 
power to vote one way and talk another 
would make men hypocrites. 


Randolph'* Protest Unavailing. 


"It is a singular instance of rapid revo- 


lution in political ideas that within sixty 
years from the time of this remark Eng- 
land has adopted the ballot in a form of 
the utmost secrecy; that the English form 
has been followed in a majority of our 
states: and that the last to retain the 
viva voce vote, Kentucky, having already 
abandoned it in her largest city, has now, 
by her constitutional convention, pro- 
nounced against it altogether in popular 
elections, and proposes to make the Aus- 
tralian system part of her fundamental 
law.'1 


Criticism of Anti-Trust Laws. 


Frederick N. Judson. of St. Louis, read 


a paper on "Individual Liberty -of Con- 
tract Under the Police Power." Of trusts 
he had this) to say: "The so-called anti- 
trust laws enacted by a number of tbe 
states in the past few years constitute an- 
other instance of the exercise of police 
power abridging the liberty of private 
contract. In so far as these statutes—and 
it would be impracticable within the lim- 
its of this paper to analyze them in detail 
—prohibit combinations for the general 
suppression of competition in an industry, 
they enforce the rule of public policy 
whicli the courts have already announced 
in numerous cases irrespective of the 
statute3. 
Their Objectionable Feature.

this, and prohibit anti-competitive con- 
tracts of any kind, contracts in partial re-

RALEIGH, Aug. 27.—Early Thursday 


morning a fast passenger train went 
through a bridge over Third creek on 
the Winston.

The wreck is com- 
plete. Very few escaped death, as the 
bridge is sixty feet high. Up to 11 o'clock 
thirty-six bodies had been recovered from 
the wreck.

Is Sixty-One. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Killed in Park

"I am among those who believe that this 


system has outgrown its usefulness. We 
have no crown, no aristocracy, no estab 
hshed church, no servile judiciary, no 
press censorship, no limit to the discus- 
sion of the acts of our rulers, no restric- 
tion of public meetings for reform, no hin- 
derance to universal suffrage or universal 
education; and it is time that we should 
have no jury in civil cases. Thia institu- 
tion grew up alongside of those other in; 
stitutions, which we have repudiated. 


"I understand, indeed, that the English

With the disappearance of the jury in 
civil cases, nine touth of the will cases, 
and the accident cases, and the like, 
would also disappear from our court cal- 
endars.
